The enclosed disk contains two versions of STAR WARRIOR, the TRS-80 
version on one side, and the Apple version on the other. This instruction 
sheet explains. how to ‘load the disk. For Instructions on how to play the 
game, read the enclosed rule book.

TRS-80 


The minumum configuration for this program 1s 32K with TRSDOS.. To run 
this program on a Model III, you need to use the TRSDOS conversion utility 
found in the TRSDOS: Manual. «Model: I, Level IT users do not need to do 
anything extra. 


1. Power up your machine with the disk (TRS-80 side up) in drive 0. _ 
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2. When -DOS: READY appears; type BASIC and Hit. the “Enter” Key. 
3. Answer 1 to the number of files. 
4. Answer 46000 to the memory size question. 


5. Type RUN "WARRIOR", hit the "Enter" key, and you are ready to begin 
play. 


APPLE 


To start the game, simply insert the game diskette into disk drive #l 
with the "Apple II" label facing up. Type "IN#6" from Applesoft Basic 
(and press ‘RETURN'), and the disk will boot and the game will begin. 


The displey in the Appie I] version of "Star Warrior" differs from 

the display shown on page 15 of the manual in one major respect: 

the messages shown on line 5 (ZAP!, WHAAMM!:, KA-BOOM!!, and other 
messages related to combat) will not appear. The sound effects and 
graphic explosions will clearly indicate what actions are taking place. 


The Emissions Sensor (the "E" command) responses will be displayed 

in the lower right corner of the screen. Also, for difficulty 1. ONLY, 
there will be additional graphic aid for this and for the Launch 
Missile ("M") command. 


IMPORTANT NOTE: The "Star Warrior" game uses nearly all of the Apple's 
available memory, INCLUDING THAT AREA NORMALLY OCCUPIED BY THE DISK 
OPERATING SYSTEM. After playing the game it will be necessary to reset 
and restart your Apple in order to play again. With some Apple models 
it may be necessary to turn off the computer and start over.
